3-31 was taken out to several DZs in 
the Bad T&Ls area and required to fill out a DZ report and to 
indicate the p r op e r plac e me n t of the recognition signals and 
lights. 

1500 - 1600 The organisation of B & B nets and intelligence nets 
was explained to B~31 with special emphasis on security and 
CflBsmiaafcka. 

1600 - 1700 The organization and functioning of a GW complex was 
explained and illustrated. 
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22 August 1962 - Wednesday 

0800 - 1000 GV03W Tactics. The organisation of and the conduction 
of typical GW actions were explained and illustrated with the 
instruction built around the ambush, as a typical example. 

1000 - 1100 3-31 was given a conducted tour of the Special Forces 
survival area where he was shown various types of shelters, 
animal traps, etc. 

1100 - 1200 First Aid. This session on first a$a included m ex- 
planation of what materials and equipment would be included 
in various medical kits that might be dropped in to him in

BAR and instructed in its operation, but unfortunately time 
did not allow familiarization firing of this weapon*

dose supe rvision of a qualified demo-instructor B-31 assembled 
and fired the charges*

EVALUATION OF TRAINING 


2* The above outlined training makes GRHLAMBD-31 a much more valuable 
stay-behind asset* Not only has he beooms acquainted with the Special Forces 
and their requirements and capabilities, but he would now be better able to 
assist KDBAfiK in the event of hostilities* His training in adr operations 
will enable him to receive personnel or re-supply drops and thus provide a 
more secure port of en t ry into the area by KBB&BKEBS or HJBA8K appointed assets* 
His weapons and demolition training was sufficiently comprehensive to allow 
him to be able to make effective use of such weapons and demolitions mate rial 
that he night acquire or be furnished. The instruction in the organizational 
and planning aspects of QW/ON gave him a good foundation in theory and brought 
to his attention the requirements and planning necessary to set up the guer- 
rilla and auxiliary nets. 

EVALUATION OF QR0LAHED-31 PERFORMANCE: 

3. GRBLAMED-31 was an apt aid diligent student. He willingly followed 
all instructions and indic a t ed by his questions and comments that he understood 
the sometimes rather involved subjects presented* His various field trip* 
and exercises proved that he la both physically and mentally able to perform 
the tasks that would be required of a guerrilla in the f laid* He is not easily 
shaken or flustered when handling the dan ge r ous tools of the trade* His former 
service with the Afrika Karps was useful, especially In the handling and firing 
of small arms, as illustrated by performance with the M-l* B-31 is not parti- 
cularly dextrous and required a good deal of practice to master the disassembly 
and assembly of the weapons, but he stayed with it until ha could satisfactorily 
perform the necessary operations* His week with the 10 th ftp***** Forces not 
only bolstered his self confidence, but increased his conf idenqe in our qbility 
and intentions to be of ser vice to him ad his country* It is! \
